made the measure of value for the 
holder of the nation's bonds and the 
other for the holder of irredeemable 
treasury notes and For the people at 
large. The use of currency of un- 
equal value afft-cts more seriously the 
labored mid producer of raw material 
RI.J-," d and inutil itt»d bills of ilouli J 
lul bauks go to the laborers HDI! 
producers, while the gilt-edged paper 
lies snugly away in the vaults of the 
banker aud capitalist. If tho cur- 
rency be coin of two kinds and of 
unequal value the cheaper will find 
its way iuto the pockets of the labor 
er.

JUSTICE IttlMNU OPERATIONS. 


Tho lutest operations at the Justice, 


furnished by tho Enterprise, will be 
of interest to stockholders: 


All the levels of tbe Jnstice mine 


from the 800 down to the 1150 level 
have now been connected. 
A num- 


ber of places have been opened where 
large quantities of milling ore can 
be obtained. 
Heretofore the ore 


taken out has been in running drifts, 
winzes and crosscuts, but miners 
were Sunday put to rvork sloping 
regularly in the breasts. The Pacific 
Mill was started up Sunday morning 
with an accumulation of about 600 
tons of ore on hand. The mill con- 
tains thirty stamps and is capable of 
crushing 75 to 80 tons of ore per day. 
Other mills will probably be started 
on ore from the mine at no distant 
day. 
The station at the 1300 level 


has boen completed and a drift from 
the same was commenced Sunday. 
Neither the Justice nor tbe Alta 
folks are now at work near the line 
between the two mines.

two since the Alta folks fired some 
blasts so near that rock was shaken 
down in a drift on the Jnstice side, 
when Superintendent Curtis notified 
the Miners' Union Committee of the 
fact, since when no more work has 
been done near the line. 
The Jus- 


tice mine will soon be in shape for 
convenient and economical working. 
It is to be hoped that enough ore 
will be found to start np some of-the 
several mills now lying idle. .
